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The shares in Chattahoochee Manufacturing Company were in a cotton mill organized by local 
planters and businessmen of West Point, Georgia, and adjacent Alabama area. It was chartered by the 
Alabama legislature in 1866. 

The mill was located on the Chatizhoochee River a few miles south of West Point in Alabama, at 
shoals where there was an antebellum grist mill owned and operated by Elisha Trammell, an early set- 
tler and grist mill builder of Meriwether County. He was a large stockholder in the enterprise. 

Water from the Trammell dam, enlarged and heightened, powered the machinery and looms of the | 
mill. Built at what was later Langdale, Alabama, the Chattahoochee mill became West Point Manu- he 
facturing Company in 1880. Since 1965, it is part of West Point-Pepperell, Inc. { 

Parkland Plantation house was torn down in 1966. At the time there was standing an old smoke 
house containing a poplar log meat trough, hollowed out by slaves. Meat was salted down in it during 
the plantation days.

Stinson Plantation 


The community of pleasant farms and plantations around the spacious antebellum home of Dr. 
James Winslow Stinson, early settler and physician of Meriwether County, was called Stinson in his 
honor. 

When the Central of Georgia Railroad came to Stinson a few years after 1900, the name was changed 
to Durand. The old Stinson plantation house was then gone and the present Trinity United Methodist 
Church at Durand built on its site. 

Dr. Stinson was a native of North Carolina. He came to Georgia and married Martha Lashley 
Jackson, of Upson County, on January 14, 1830. The Jacksons lived near Culloden, Georgia and the 
- Rev. Osborn Rogers officiated at the wedding. 

The Stinsons moved to Meriwether County in 1834. Dr. Stinson built a good medical practice in his 
part of the county as he developed his prospering plantation. In 1850 he was the owner of 58 slaves. 

Hospitality of the Stinson home and the charm of the Stinson daughters made it a gathering 
place for county society for many years, antebellum and after the Civil War. Five daughters of the 
nine born to Dr..and Mrs. Stinson married men prominent in Meriwether County. 

Dr. James Winslow Stinson was born July 17, 1799 and died June 15, 1883. Mrs. Martha Lashley 
Jackson Stinson was born July 28, 1812 and died August 18, 1882. They are buried at the Union Ceme- 
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‘tery, near Durand and the old Ogletree plantation, in Land Lot 259, Third District of Meriwether 
County.

Stinson Plantation in 1850 


Dr. Stinson’s plantation in 1850 consisted of 990 acres of improved lands, and 1,080 acres of unim- 
proved lands, according to the Meriwether County census of that year. The farm had a cash value of 
$10,350. Farming implements and machinery were valued at $600.00. 


On the place were five horses, 19 asses and mules, six milch cows, seven working oxen, 20 
other cattle, 76 sheep and 250 swine, all valued at $3,341. 


Crops produced during the year ending June 1, 1850 were 95 bushels of wheat, 4,000 bushels of 
Indian corn, 1,000 bushels of oats, 25 bushels of peas and beans, 50 bushels of Irish potatoes and 25 
bushels of sweet potatoes. In the dairy, 40 lbs. of butter were made. Value of animals slaughtered for 
food and smokehouse was $200.00. 


In the 1850 census, James W. Stinson was listed 51 years of age, a physician and farmer. The 
worth of his personal estate was $44,691. His state of birth was North Carolina. Mrs. Martha L. Stinson, 
his wife, was 39, born in Georgia, as were their children; Ann E., 17; Catharine M., 15; Martha J., 14; 
John F., 13; Mary J., 11; Caroline J., 9. 
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Census of 1860 


In the census of 1860, Dr. Stinson was listed as “M. D. and planter,” with real estate valued at 
)00. and personal estate of $68,000. 

The Stinson children listed with Dr. and Mrs. Stinson were: John F., 24, and Caroline J., 17. 

John F. Stinson’s occupation was “M. D.,” and he had $350.00 of real estate, 


Stinson Plantation House 


The stately home of Dr. Stinson, probably built about 1845-50, was of the old two-up and two- 
m plan with two front doors and no central hallway. Access to the upper story was probably from a 
j room on the rear and from the master bedroom to the girls’ rooms upstairs. 

Front doorways were unadorned with side lights or transom panes. Identical doors opened onto the 
: hanging balcony upstairs. The balcony railing was of lattice work. 

Four tall, round and fluted columns supported a well proportioned pediment, the architrave re- 


ed with a line of molding below the cornice. Blinds hung at. the windows and the fireplaces were. 


yed by outside stack chimneys of brick. The brick were probably made at the site when the house 
; built. 
To the right side of the house there was a wing of two or three rooms, containing dining room, 
then and storage. Along its length was a narrow porch with turned columns. 
For many years the front yard was surrounded by a picket fence with gate at the front walk. 
wer beds were laid off in the yard-on each side of the walk. A well designed gazebo of lattice 
tk, with steeple finial, stood in the side yard. It had arched openings and was near a trellis for roses 
vines. 

A Grandson’s House Later 
Following the death of Dr. Stinson in 1883, the fine old house, with its clearly distinctive Greek 
vival facade, became the home of James S. Radcliff and family. He was a grandson of Dr. Stinson 
1 son of George W. and Ann Elizabeth Stinson Radcliff, born June 5, 1855. 


His parents began their married life in a raised cottage type Greek Revival home built near Dr. 


nson’s house and given them for a wedding present. About 1855, their house was sold to Mark 
nry Crowder and moved to a new site near Hunter’s Crossroads, where it stands today, known as 
irk Hall plantation. 
- James S. Radcliff and his family are shown in the old photograph surviving of the house, taken 
out 1895-96. As was the usual style for such family group and “our home” photographs, the family 
thered near the fron: gate, with pets, horses, and quite often servants, to pose with their house as 
ekground. Traveling “photographic artists” made such pictures. 

The Stinson house burned on November 21, 1896 as recorded in a letter written by John W. Neal

Return from Columbus 


Once Dr. Stinson went to Columbus, Georgia on’ business, and while there became ill. He was sick 
> several days at the West Side Hotel before his family and friends were able to bring him home. 

The Columbus Times for Tuesday, November 25, 1879 noted the presence of Dr. Stinson in the city. 
le has so far recovered as to be able to return to his home. Mattresses were placed in the car, and 
left yesterday afternoon by way of the Columbus & Rome Railroad [narrow gauge railroad]. 

“The Doctor is one of the most influential citizens of his county and we trust he will be spared 


any years to his community.” 
Golden Wedding 


The Stinson plantation house was possibly never in a merrier mood than on Wednesday, January 
, 1880. On that date, Dr. and Mrs. Stinson celebrated their Golden Wedding anniversary, “Hand in 
ind for 50 years.” 

Editor W. T. Revill, of the Meriwether Vindicator, Greenville, was invited and wrote an article about 
in his issue for Friday, January 16, 1880. 

“Dr. Stinson and his excellent lady,” he said, “determined to celebrate the occasion by a sumptuous 
itertainment to which the children, grandchildren and great grandchildren, neighbors and friends 
ere cordially invited.” 

Arriving at the country mansion of the hospitable pair about 11:30 o’clock, this reporter found 
the large open space in front of the residence crowded with carriages and buggies, 

Driving up to the gate, we were kindly met by Mr. Ben F. Tigner [a Stinson son-in-law] and 
escorted to the house. At the threshold, the good Doctor greeted us with a real old fashioned wel- 
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come, while Mrs. Stinson, in her genuine, motherly manner, took charge of our silent partner [Mrs. 
Revill], who was so overcome by the cordial reception that she found her tongue at once! 

The neighbors, numbering between 20 and 30 families, had already assembled. Warm fires 
were blazing in the various rooms and with the little games and mirthful romps of the happy chil- 
dren, the sportive jests of the younger people and soberer converse of the sturdy farmers and 
graver matrons, everybody seemed as happy as they could be. 

“Busy fingers in a cozy nook,” Mr. Revill observed, “were noticed weaving a handsome wreath for 
the bride of 50 years, while the happy groom, briskly stepping from room to room and from group 
to group, made all feel easy and at home by pleasant, genial and gratifying observations and remarks.” 

Ere dinner was announced the company assembled in the spacious parlor, and after some old 


time and lively airs on the piano, including ‘Haste to the Wedding,’ Doctor and Mrs. Stinson took 
their places in the center. 


Judge R. T. C. Tucker, supporting the Doctor, and Mrs. Catlett Campbell acting as first lady 
for Mrs. Stinson, when, it being Leap Year, Mrs. Stinson took advantage of its privileges and ad- 
dressing the Doctor, said: 


‘Fifty years ago I promised to love, honor and obey you, to keep you in sickness and in health 
and forsaking all others to cleave to you so long as we both should live. Have I kept my vows?’ 
With feeling and emphasis, the loving husband responded: 
‘Yea, in every jot and tittle.’ i 
Editor Revill was struck by the beauty and solemnity of the moment and wrote: “From the 
minister, who stood in front of the aged couple, and from every loving heart in the assembly, went 
forth sympathetic responses to the happiness that filled the hearts of the twain, and a benediction and 
prayer that they might be spared to each other and live to bless the children, neighbors and friends 
that love them so well.” 
Fifty years of wedded bliss!. ‘Tis a long while for two loving hearts to enjoy the communion 


and comforting consolation of each other’s love and society. Through fierce trials, stormy troubles 
and long, exhaustive war they have passed hand in hand. 


Fifty milestones on life’s pilgrimage have they counted in company. Half a century of wedded 
bliss have they known. Faithful in the highest sense have they been to each other. 

Witnessing their evident love and esteem for one another as they stood before us, we thought 
of the poet’s appropriate lines: 


‘There’s a bliss beyond all the minstrel has told, Fifty years of a love so sacred is worth 

When two are linked in one heavenly tie. Whole ages of heartless and wandering bliss, 
With heart never changing and brow never cold, And oh! if there be an Elysium on earth 

Love on tho all fails and love on till they die. It is this—it is this.’ 


After the re-enactment of the.wedding vows, dinner was announced. Guests made their way to the 
dining room. “We found a long table spread in the spacious dining room,” Editor Revill wrote, “literally 
loaded with the most delicious and substantial gifts our best stocked farms afford. The wedding feast 
spread 50 years before was said to have been a most elegant one, but we have no idea that it could 
compare with the one to which we sat down last Wednesday.” | 

The turkeys, peacocks, ducks and other fowl were done to a turn, the custards and pies were 


such as Mrs. Stinson only can make, the syllabub was just right, while the cakes seemed endless 
in variety and quantity. : 


We enjoyed the pleasure of eating cake from a plate of the first china set Mrs. Stinson ever 
owned, 50 years old, the set being bought to grace a supper to which Dr. Stinson had invited a 
number of distinguished friends, among them Hons. A. H. Chappell and David J. Bailey. 

The “distinguished friends” mentioned as being invited to the Stinsons’ long ago “supper” were 
Absalom Harris Chappell (1801-1878), noted Georgia lawyer, legislator, U. S. Congressman, who was 
active in political and professional life of the state for many years. He was an historian and author 
of “Miscellanies of Georgia, Historical, Biographical, Descriptive, etc.,” published in 1873. 

David Jackson Bailey (1812-1897), was a distinguished Georgia lawyer, legislator, U. S. Congress- 
man, and leader in state affairs during the antebellum and postwar periods. 

' After dinner, “everyone in the best humor,” Editor Revill wrote, “jests and reminiscences were 
freely indulged.” 
The well preserved trunk that contained the bridal trousseau of 1830 being brought out by 


some of the merry company, a sly measurement of this old relic showed it to be 21 inches long, 
11 wide and an average of 7 deep, the top being oval shaped. 


Mrs. Stinson, -being rallied on the size of her trunk, said the size didn’t matter for it con- 
tained a lot of nice, fine clothing, including two silk dresses. 


‘My,’ said a little lady, ‘we could scarcely get one calico dress in it of the present style.’ 
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The Doctor affirmed that in her silks Mrs. Stinson was handsomer than any of the belles of 
this generation and twice as clever! After their marriage in 1830, the good Doctor carried his 
bride home in a two wheeled gig, thé little trunk resting safely beneath the seat, 

“In 1834 Dr. Stinson removed to Meriwether and so successful was he,” Editor Revill said, “that 
before the war he counted his servants and cotton bales by the hundreds, and his broad acres ran away 
up into the thousands. His corn cribs and smokehouses were annually filled to overflowing, his slaves 
well fed, warmly clothed and kindly cared for, were fat, sleek and happy, his business affairs moving 
on like a well regulated piece of machinery. For all this grand success the Doctor is largely indebted 


to the good wife he secured January the 14th 1830.” 


After the war, when the South seemed ruined forever, and the aged people all over the land 
were giving up in despair, Mrs. Stinson encouraged her husband by. telling him that they could do 
very well without their servants. Acting on this idea and with her old time energy and spirit, the 
Doctor and Mrs. Stinson have saved from the wreck quite a handsome estate and princely income. 

Who can estimate the value of a good wife? Dr. Stinson at 82 says rubies and diamonds can- 


not approximate her worth. 


To the enjoyment of the guests, “Mrs. Stinson tceld a story on the Doctor that he laughingly said he 


could not remember.” 


It seems before his marriage he taught schgol a portion of one year, being pressed into service 


by the neighbors, their former teacher proving worthless. 


Among his pupils was his present wife. One day, pretty Miss Martha ‘laughed out’ and was 
sternly summoned before the master. As he was proceeding to reprimand the lovely culprit. she 


stopped the proceedings by exclaiming: 


‘Now, Jim, you promised if I’d come to school to you that you would not punish me!’ 
This raised a laugh in school in which the teacher was forced to join and the mischievous little 


lady escaped by her timely reminder. 


“While we were laughing over the incident, the Doctor admiringly whispered,” Editor Revill re- 
ported, “Oh! she has always been remarkable for her presence of mind, ever equal to any emergency 


that might arise!” 


Four generations were represented at this 
happy family reunion, and while joy seemed to 
pervade the hearts of all, the eyes of the aged 
couple would fill with tears as busy recollections 
recalled the loved ones who had preceded them to 
to the Happy Land. 

Happy pair! Could the wishes of your pudets 
avail, your years should be lengthened till an- 
other quarter of a century had rolled around and 
loving descendants should assemble to celebrate 
a Diamond Wedding. 


A Double Wedding 


Two brothers came courting at the home of Dr. 
and Mrs. Stinson in antebellum days. Benson For- 
bish Tigner and Leander Hope Tigner, were enamor- 
ed by two of the Stinson daughters, belles of the 
community. 

They were the sons of Dr. Hope Hull Tigner 
(1792-1837), whose old plantation was nearby. The 
families had been friends for years, and Mrs. Tigner 
had married Philemon Ogletree in 1838. 

Martha J. Stinson became the bride of Benson 
Forbish Tigner and Mary Jane Stinson the bride 
of Dr. Leander Hope Tigner. They -were married to 
the brothers in a double ceremony at the home of 
their parents on November 18, 1858. 


There are many descendants of these early and 
prominent Meriwether County families.

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Stinson Plantation Slave Record, 1832-60 


At most plantations, as a good business practice, a record of Negro slave births was made and 
kept in the plantation office or in the home. Often names and dates were entered on a family data 
page in the family Bible, or on a separate sheet tucked into the Bible. 


Accuracy of age was an important factor in the worth of a slave and age was generally stated in 
bills of sale, along with name, a brief description of the slave, condition of health and other pertinent 
facts. 


Dr. James Winslow Stinson (1799-1883), kept his record of slaves in a small ledger for the period 
1832-1860. Due to the condition of the ledger, the edges of the pages of which are tattered in some in- 
stances, during the 1840 and 1850 decades, it is not possible to give all dates completely. The last 
digits of some years, written so closely to the edge of the sheet, are gone. Dr. Stinson owned 58 slaves 
in 1850.

Including Chloe Ann’s twins, the record covers 62 slaves. There is also a “Boston” entered as born 
in June, 18~, not listed above. This may have been a correction of the earlier “Boston” entry or de- 
notes the birth of a “Little” Boston! “Rose,” Hilliard’s: mother, was evidently a Stinson slave. 


“Filmore” was obviously named for Vice President Millard Fillmore, New York lawyer and poli- 
tician who succeded to the presidency on the death of President Zachary Taylor in 1850. That was 
the year of the fateful Congressional debates resulting in the great slavery Compromise of 1850. Per- 
haps Dr. Stinson named and entered “Filmore” with relish as a victory for the Southern States! 


It is interesting to note the trend toward double names in the late 1850’s, such as America Ann, 
Wiley Wilford, Marcus Aurelius, etc. “Judge Allen” was probably named for a judicial friend of the 
family. A special connotation lies in the name of Julia Adelaide Pope, such as naming the child in 
full for a good friend of the family by that name. 


“Elek Stephens” was no doubt named for Alexander H. Stephens, who was often called “Alec 
Stephens.” 


Other names show classical, literary, geographical and Biblical origins. 
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Mark Hall Moved from Stinson 


Stinson was the old name of Durand, several 
miles from the Mark Hall plantation. Stinson was 
the name given the community in antebellum times 
in honor of Dr. James Winslow Stinson (1799-1883), 

' whose extensive plantation and fine home were 
there. Dr. Stinson’s home was on the site of present 
Trinity United Methodist Church, Durand. 


Ann Elizabeth Stinson, daughter of Dr. James 
Winslow and Martha Lashley Jackson Stinson, was 
married to George W. Radcliff at the home of her 
parents on February 24, 1852. Dr. Stinson built the 
house now known as Mark Hall for the young couple 
on a site near his own home. It was a wedding 
present, 

The Radcliffs lived in the new house only a 
short time. About 1855, it was sold to Mark Henry 
Crowder. With his force of slave carpenters and 
plantation hands, Mr. Crowder disassembled the 

’ house,’ marking the pieces. It was moved on wagons 
and carts to its present site, near Hunter’s Cross- 
roads. 

Family tradition has it that the work was so 
carefully and thoroughly done, oniv one piece of 
lumber was lost in the process! 


Crowders Settle in Meriwether

James Crowder was not listed in the 1830 census of Meriwether County, but was listed as head of 
a family in the 1840 census. 


The Crowders were in Meriwether County, settled on their land, whee James Crowder’s daughter, 
Caroline Elizabeth Crowder, was married to Samuel Wesley McGehee. She was born in Hancock 
County, Georgia on November 18, 1819. 


The marriage rites were setoenied’ on November 19, 1835 by a pioneer Meriwether County set- 
tler, Methodist preacher and neighbor of the Crowders, the Rev. James Hunter, for whom Hunter's 
Crossroads was named. The Hunter plantation was at the crossroads. 


James Crowder, as he was generally known, did not often use the middle initial of his name.. His 
tombstone, however, in the Crowder Family Cemetery at Mark Hall, is inscribed “J. C. Crowder.” He 
was born December 26, 1771 and died October 11, 1841. . 


Last Will and Testament of James Crowder 


James Crowder sat down one day in 1841 and wrote his will. He began, “In the name of God, Amen. 
I, James Crowder, being weak in body, of sound mind & memory, think proper to make & constitute 
this my last will and testament. I resign my body to the tomb, & my soul to God who gave it.” 
In Item 1 of the will, he specified: 
I give to my son, Mark Henry Crowder, the plantation upon which I now reside, containing 
four hundred & fifteen acres, more or less, composed of {Land} Lots Number 31, 32 and ten acres, - 
more or less, of Lot Number 33, all lying in the Second District of aforesaid [Meriwether] county.

Mr. Owen is fondly remembered by Clarence 
Hope Tigner. He was a Confederate veteran, a locally 
noted rock mason, and lived with the Tigner family 
while building the barn: He stayed in “The Ball- 
room.” The side door would be open in the evenings 
as he sat in a chair. The boys and others would 
gather to hear him tell of his war experiences. 

The old soldier served “four years,” and often | 
told how he almost froze to death in the North, 
then came home after the war and almost starved 
to death in the South!

Tha tack barn, baile in 1989. He was imprisoned in the “North” and said 


the men were fed once each day, with rations that . 
were “pretty good.” The life was more bearable because of a tobacco allowance. The tobacco was kept 
in a boarded up corner of a barracks. The men eagerly watched for the “fellow” who came to open 
it and lined up to receive their ration. 


Mr. Owen, a carpenter, watched the “fellow” who unlocked the door of the closet each day. 
He observed the construction. He “got to looking at the place, and thought he would get up on 
top, where he thought it would be warmer.” 


It was not long before he found a way to get up one side and get in! At night. he would slip in and 
“dig tobacco out of the way, rooting down into it like a hog.” He not only kept warmer. “but had plenty 
of tobacco to chew and spit.” Just. before the “fellow” came he would always be in me with the other 
prisoners for the tobacco ration. This gave him a ration to share! 


“The massive masonry of the barn took all summer of 1889 for Mr. Owen to build. In style the 
building is somewhat like a pioneer log cabin, basically two large rooms or stall areas with an open 
“dog-trot” or “hall” wide enough for a wagon to pass through. 


Feedstuff for the livestock could be unloaded handily from the wagon directly into the feeding 
troughs, as well as from the Mystels loft. It was also easy to pitch the manure from the stalls into a 


’ wagon at cleanup time.. 


Troughs of the stalls are made from poplar logs, cut from trees about two feet or more in diameter, 


. then hollowed out. They are still in place and show years of usage and gnawing. A stairway with a . 


door at the foot of the steps leads to a commodious storage loft overhead. There is a gear room on the 
lower floor. 


Hay, fodder, corn and other produce for storage in the loft were unloaded from wagons at the east 
end of the barn. The barn is on a slight hillside and the ground level was built up there so the wagon 


“body was on an approximate level with the wide door which opened at the upper floor below the date 


stone. On the west side, near the Odessadale road, there was a window. A stone cistern or water trough 
was built on the north side. 


The Tigner barn is a monumental structure, efficient for the times in which it was built, when 
‘hands” were on every farm of any size. 


“The Paying Window” 


Thomas Benjamin Tigner’s “paying window” was in the main bedroom on the right side of the 
house. This was Mr. and Mrs. Tigner’s bedroom. It had a fine fireplace and the family all sat there 
during the winter. When the “wages hands” of the plantation came up to the house on Saturday to get 
their money, the window was raised. Mr. Tigner counted it out on a little table or shelf and settled up 
accounts! <

In recent years, the Spring Hill plantation house was occupied by George- McEwen and Helen 
Marion Tigner Dobson, both now deceased. Mrs. Dobson had a great love for her old home, and while 
it was improved for more comfort, kept it in the quaint style and gracious air of old times. Many 
family antiques remained in the house. She was a well known teacher and a graduate of Wesleyan Col- 
lege. Mr. Dobson died in 1965 and Mrs. Dobson died in 1966.

I really enjoyed your letter of January 23 (time just gets away doesn't it?), 

and appreciate very much your sending me the copies of various items. The column 
"Liberty Lore" really took me back to my last visit to Alabame. The ‘Joe McNeil I 

told you about went with me to show me the old cemetaries, and I copied down the 

names shown in the column. [I don't know if you have seen this little cemetary or 

not, but Joe remembered it when the entire thing was oovered with those little wooden 
canopies over the graves. A few pieces of old boards and shingle roofs were still 
there. The woods are encroaching over the cemetary, now, and you can see graves 

back in the woods. Joe remembered many, many graves and a little something about 

the people buried there. The Old Salem Church had been there, but it also is gone now. 


When Joe was pointing out the graves this is how I found out about Celia's sister, 
Jane. He pointed out Celia's grave and said she was his mother'd Mary Jane, called 
Molly) aunt. She was Joseph's sister, and she married Richard Eady. He also pointed 
out Jane's grave and said Jane wes Celie s and Joseph's sister. Jane never married 
and lived with Celia and her husband. She is buried by Celia's side at Old Salem 
Cemetary, but dogs not have a marker. 


On a trip to Alabama in 1970, I was hunting the old Stinson place (where your gaf 
lived) and ran into a man named Cloma English at a little country store. I told 
him I was looking for Stinsons and he said he married one or was descended from one 
or something. Anyway he and Mamma recalled the Stinsons they both remembered. At 
that time Cloma English told’ me about the old Salem Church "where the Stinsons went 
to church", located right across from the Irvin McNeil place (he married Mattie 
Stinson). He also mentioned a Thompson Cemetary "back in the woods". JI didn't have

"In December 1978, Ben Strickland visited EHuriah Stinson, Georgiana, Route, Butler 

Co., Ala. He is 95 years old and still aotive.' Wife still living. He had a son 
Preston. He did not remember why he named his son Preston. ‘(son's name Henry Preston 
Stinson). Father was Henry Stinson and his mother was an Osburn. Grandfather was 
Joseph Stinson, who was a brother of Ruben Lee Stinson. They were all born in 

Coneouh Co., Ala. His father's brothers were Jim who went to Mississippi and Louisiana. 
Pomp who lived at Frisco City, Ala. and who has a son who lives in Pensacola, Fla. He 
told a story that all the Stinsons did not come from Georgia to Alabama at the same 
time.

On the Barbour Co settlement I thought it looked like William went to Miss also. 
Miss Sue Stinson's line of Stinsons had one Talbott marriage and I'm not sure 
but I bet those other Stinson and Talbott marriagesBarbour Co anw related to 
her also. I have asked her but she never did answer me. She started working 
on the Talbots but doubt if she ever gets it finished as she is not able now. 


One of these days I think I will write to the Nola Stinson of Winnsboro that 

you mentioned and see if she will answer me, probably won't. Miss Sue lived 

at Jonesboro instead of Winnsboro. A few years ago she moved in with her sister 
after she had surgery and has been there every since. It is at West Monroe, La. 
This past year her brother-in-law died and then shortly after her sister died 
but she is still there. I said somthing to her about Preston in my last letter 
I think and she remembered a Mrs Freeman writing to her but she didn't remember 
any thing in particular about Preston. Said she never did follow it up. I have 
all of her material,I guess. She is descended from Alexander Stinson Jr. who 

is on the 1773-74 & 1782-89 Tax list of Buckingham Co., Va. She figured he 

was son of the Alexander Stinson, Sr. which seem logical. I see you sent the 
1800 Tax List and it has some new names on it. Too bad there anren'st any 
Marriage records there. Alexander Jr married in Buckingham Co., Va. about 1760 
Evidently all of his children are born in Va. but she only has dates fortwo, a 
boy and a girl. The boy is her grandfather, Archibald Baker Stinson born 13 July 
1773. I do not have a marriage date for him but he married Eliza Lamkin and

We almost had a snow last night. The rain just quit before the cold got here. It 
was 15 this morning and is supposed to be about 5 or 6 tonight. We just had a 
trace of snow but parts of Tenn. had much more. So far we haven't had much this 
year. 


Sound like you are about like me. Do all your genealogy writing.at night. You 
do go to the library on Saturdays I see. I think the Nashville Library is only 
open to noon on Saturdays. When I go I usually try to go through the week as 
Ulery is usually doing something around the farm on Saturday or sometimes he 
goes fox hunting on Saturdays. Most of his dogs have diéd or else disappeared 
so he hasn't been lately.

Dear Jean: 


Well I said dear Jean this morning and here it is almost bed time and I'm just 
getting back to your letter. Just as I started my niece pulled in the drive. 

She is on vacation and we washed some, sewed some all for her. I had my wash 

almost done when she came. 


I am doing much better now. It does seem to bother me some when I sit até this 
typewriter too long, Hope your back is better. It could be from typing too long. 
Seems like when I am typing I put too much pressure on the left leg. It is much 
worse when I write as I really lean on that leg. Hope you didn't have to go to 
the Doctor. 


Ulery & I and another couple (cousin of his) are planning on going to Texarkana 

and Bowie Co this week end and try to get some more information on our family. 

Qne of Ulery's great grandfather’s sons went there and raised a big family and 

we have been there twice to a reunion (Sunday after July 4th ). The last time I 

had a sheet started on each child of his and and gave them to a grandchild ora 
child of each of his children and they promised to send them to me and I have 

never received one. We called one grandchild and she has promised to go around 

with us and help us get it this time. Since we are leaving home Saturday morning 
and have to leave there Monday morning to come back home sure hope we can get it all. 


Sure wish that lady would send you the information Preston she said she had. It is 
disappointing to have someone do you that way. I have written some in the Helper 
that said they had Stinson information and never a word from them. Looks like they 
wouldn't say they have it if they aren't willing to share. I have found a few others 
that didn't send what they promised when I sent too much the first time to them.. 
Lately I have started sending a little and then see if they will send me any. Try 
that the next time and don't send everything at once. 


It looks like about half of those Stinsons in Georgia and Ala. should be related. 

I believe most are related to Miss Sue and Col. Skinner if we could only find proof. 
I think Col Skinner died several years ago so he should have lived in the time when 
there were more older ones that he could have asked a lot of questions, if he only 
did.. Miss Sue Stinson died a few days after we were supposed to have come by and 
seen her. I was afraid she had. Someone else answered my letter just before we 
left on vacation and said we were welcome to stop by but she may not know us. We 
were supposeé to see her the 9th of July and I got a letter from a niece last week 
and she said Miss Sue Had a large stroke the 5bh and another one the 7th and then 
she had a heart flare up and she died July 31, 1976. I had never met her but that 
was the 2nd time I had planned to go and didn’t get to. I do have her material I 
guess. I plan to write her niece and hope she will let me know if she finds any 
thing there that isn't their family. I asked Miss Sue several times if she had any' 
information on the brothers & sisters of her ancestor but never did find out. Think 
she was too feeble and her material was in Jonesboro, La and the past several years 
she had lived in West Monroe with ber sister until she died. 


Sure is nice Ben likes to help you. I could just see Ulery going to the library 
with me. ha. He takes me places to get information and that is it. But when he 
feels like it he always has something to do around the farm on Saturday. We have 
300 acres and several Angus cows. The farm was grown up when we bought it in 1959 
and he has gradually cleared up some of it and each year the fields always need the 
weeds cut and sometimes he doesn't get them cut before they seed. 
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We like to live on the farm though, but ‘wondér-nowif ‘Rennie. will want to take care 

of it and the shop also when we are gone. He is young now and only wants to loaf, 

at least it seems that way to me. He is working at the shop every day now. Guess I 
want him to grow up too fast. We had algays wanted him to go to college until lately. 
Guess since we do have the business he would probably be just as well off. 


No, I do not have any Maryland wills. The only thing I have of Maryland is the 1790 
Census and notes where some went to Clinton Co., Indiana and the “Early Settlers Of Md." 
At first I thought I would just put Southern Stinsons in the Book as that is all I 

had at first but now I have so much and some might help someone that needs help. I 
don't think I will put any of the Maine material in it as most of that is already in 
books. Come to think of it most everything I have has come from books!!. 


rs still haven't found the family sheet of Preston but haven't really looked yet. I 
Could have an elephant on my card table. ha I started one of him yesterday and if I 
don't find one from you later on I will send this one and let you finish it. 


You mentioned one of Ben's sister from Nacogdoches, I heard from a lady in Calif that 
must have been originally from there. Her line was a Ja es - tinson from Ireland to 
Pennsylvania. She said the Stinson's there (hacogloches “aren® *t related to her. 


I was hoping to go to the library this week and had asked mother to go the next time 
I went but she bought a house in town not too far from my two brothers over the week 
end and think she is probably wanting me to help her do some things, and I do needs 
to as she always is there when I need her. She had been living alone in the country 
since dad died a year ago and not any of us very close. 


I didn't get this finished last night as .usual. Mother called this morning, Her 
sister's husband had been hit by a car this morning. It wasn't too serious I guess. 
Think he walked out in fromt of a car. I really didn't ask. I went to the hospital 
and by the time I got there they were waiting for me to take him home. He passed out 
on us two or three times before we could get hime from the car to the bed. I think 
they should have kept him over ni ght but maybe they know best. 


For most of the time lately I have been putting my letters in a box and haven't filed 
all the material. I have been trying to file it and I noticed you sent Burrell Stinson 
on the 1816 Census of Clarke Co., _Ala and Burnett Stinson of Clarke, Co., | Miss. 1816 __ 
Do you have both of these? Could “they be the same person? What do you think?

I forgot to ask you if you had any Stinson pictures at all I could put in your section. 
Think I just asked if you had any of Preston. 


Friday I received about 8 of the Civil War Pension papers for Stinsons but haven't had - 
time to really look them over good and then I noticed they sent a sheet in answer to 
some questions as they said thay did that to all questions as they had so many. On 

the sheet it said they only sent about 10 sheets from each file and picked the ones 


they thought best for genealogical value unless you asked for all.$hen they charged 


for the extra ones, I felt like crying. I have already bought about 22 or more and 
have a lot more already ordered. I have no way of knowing if there is anything§ else 
in them I could really use to help. Sometimes a name would really help. 


Guess I had better sign off and see if I can get this in the mail tomorrow.

Please excuse me for 
being so long in answering your letter. I deciéed to send a copy of what I had from 
Ala., GA. & Miss and started copying some of it and I stooped over to plant some corn 
& beans in the garden the 9th of May and then the next Friday I finally went to the 
Doctor and got a shot and some muscle pills and then that night we started to the 
garden and I fell as I was going thru the bob wire fence. It was only a fewinches or 
feet off the ground but I must have hurt something as the next morning I couldn't hardly 
get out of bed.

He had about 9 girls and on the 
1850 census there were two boys but I don't know if they were his or not. He was born 
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Has it been very many years since you talked to Lydia Freeman? Is she still living? 
Also do you know if the William Stinson who you said "drank" is still living? The 
reason I ask is, He might be able to tell you more than all the rest. It might be 
that some of the others drank also and ‘they didn't want to talk about it and William 
might not care and he might be able to tell you a lot.

A Stinson man from Ky/ used to send me Stinson addresses from different places as he 
traveled but have not heard from him lately. Some would answer but most would not. 
You asked itf there was any thing I wqnted you to check while on vacation. That is 
nice of you but I wouldn't know what to ask. If you find anything on Stinsons I 
would always be glad to get it. If you go thru Houston, Texas you may want to see if 
you can find Mrs. G. T. Haigler 805 Kulman Rd as she was wanting some information on 
Preston Stinson and wife Marthe. Or have you already heard from her? I think she was 
probably still living about 1970 as Mary wrote her about then and her letter didnit 
come back but no answer. Since Jones, Perry and Greene Co., Miss aren't too far from 
Mobile Co., Ala your Preston might be kin to the John Thomas who was there before the 
Civil War. You may find something there. It seems that most of the Stinsons came 
to the northern part of Ga. and then to middle and southern part of Ala then to Miss 
and some to La. and Texas.

Every one in the Stinson family 
had told us that Preston and Martha had 13 children, some of whom died 
younge I now know this is trues 


I do not remember if I wrote you after we had been to Clark County, Alabama 
or not, but in case I did net, will tell you what we found on Preston 
there. He administerd the will of John Lorenzo Dow Johnson in 1837. 
John Lorenzo Dow Johnson was killed by a slave. I say administered the 
will, I mean the setates there was no will due to his untimely death. 

I actually found the original deouments signed by Preston Stinson there 
in the file. It was a thrill to actually hold the bond and inventory 
and so on that he had signed, The papers were very yellow and crumbling 
. bat still readable and I was able to xerox theme I have not been able to 
find out the relationship of John Le De Johnson to Preston Stinson, but 
Preston later named his son John Lorenzo Dow Stinson. He was Lorenzo as 
was Mr, Johnson. I did find where Stinson children were bound out in 
Clarke County, Alabama, but could not find out whe their parents were, 
There was a Burrell Stinson there but he did not appear to be a pauper 
but there are no other Stinson listed for that period there so I sure 

do wonder, Is he the sama as Burwell Stinson found later in Clarke 
County, MS and married to a Clark. 


A friend of mize in Houston just got some family group sheets from Salt 
Lake City from the Mormons on the Strickland family. They were not very 
well documented and we were sure disappointed in theme People from one 
family had been taken out and put in other families. I know that I am 
net always right and that it is hard to get things right in genealogy, 
but these were not good at all. 
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Have you heard anything new on any Stinson's this summer? We haven't, 


We made one trip to Mississippi the week end of the fourth of July, but 
did not find owt much, We visited the people who were supposed to know 
the most about the Stricklands, but they knew less than we did about 

theo, They were wery nice, though, and Ben would be happy to have them 
for kinfolks, They did tell us that there was another group fo Stricklands 
there who lived across the tracks. They said they were not kin and that 
these Stricklands had had three sons in the penitentiarye Ben said 

he was sure he had found his Stricklands at last, hae We decided that 

it would do no harm te see some of them, but were unable to find any 

to talk to. 


I found out that Wayne County, MS records burned twice once when the 
courthouse was et Winchester and again in 1080's after the move to 
Waynesboro, so there are absolutely no records available at all. 
Greene county also burned as did Jones County. Some Jones County 
records are available though, Perry county=a@urhhouse also burned by 
& criminal head of a leeal gang who bragged in his memoirs that he 
had done so to burn up an indictment against him, 


Better go for now and get the things I want to send typed up. Hope 
everything is going good with you.

It was a pleasure to talk to you last Saturday and find that someone else is 
researching the Stinson's in Alabama. I did not want to take up your research 
time talking, but would like to know more about the Stinson family you are 
researching. Do you know who the father and mother of Joseph, Ruben and 
George were? 


I will give you a short resume of the Preston B. Stinson, I am trying to 
researche Hy interest in the Stinson's is that Preston B. Stinson and 
Martha: Strickland Stinson reised my husband's grandfather, Henry Strickland. 
He lived with them for most of his life until he was 18 yrs old. The census 
shows him as Henry Stinson until ke is 18 in 1860 and then he is shown as 
Henry Strickland. Preston Be Stinson was born in S.C. in 1810. We do not 
know who his parents were, put in 1860 Sarah Stinson is living with him and 
she is 8&0 yree old. Believe she is his mothers The first time we find 
Preston Stinson, he was in Clarke County, AL administering the estate of 
John Lorenzo Dow Johnston in 1837. In 1838 he is in Jasper County, MS where 
he married Martha Strickland, daughter of John and Margaret Carney Strickland. 


We have searched for 23 years and still do not know who Henry Strickland's 
parents were. Our only avenue of research is to research the people who 
raised him and hope to find somewhere a thread that will lead us to his 
parents. So many courthouses in Mississippi burned and the records were 
destroyed that it is very difficult. 


In 1977, I spent many Saturday's running census microfilm and did every 
county in Alabama in 1840 looking for Preston Stinson. Did not find him 
or very many Stinsons either. There were no Stinson's in Butler County in 
1840 Census. I found a John Ne Stinson in Baldwin County. He was listed 
as follows: 

John Ne Stinson ~ Males: 2 under 5, 3(20-30), 1(50~60) 

Females: 1 under 5, 1(15~20), 2(30~40) 

It would appear that at least one married child was living with him and that 
this married child had a wife and 3 children. Do you know if he is part of 
your family?

I have copied almost 
every Stinson in S.C. and Georgia and Virginia and will be glad to share any 
or all of it with you, if you would like it. 


We hope to go to Monroe County Courthouse soon and see what they have and see 

if we can find my husband's Hale family and also what ever there is on Stinson's. 
Hopefully, while there my husband can go to Butler County and see Mr. Euriah 
Stinson, We also plan to go to Camden and hunt the Adams part of his family 

in Wilcom County, and see the Arthur Stinson at Pine Apple that you told me 
about, 


I found a book on Monroe County, AL at the University of West Florida library. 
It said that the Stinson's were early settlers of Monroe County, but did not 


give anything else on them, 


In September, we went to Tuscaloosa to the University of Alabama library 

and looked at the original land recrods from the St. Stephens Land Office 
and there found that Burrell Stinson and Michael Stingon were early settlers 
of Alabama in Washington and Clarke Counties. Michael Stinson sold his land 
grant to Jared E, Groce. Then when we were at Grove Hill in the Courthouse 
we found several marriages on Burwell Stinson's children, and on Burwell 
himself several court records. In the 1827 minutes of the commissioner's 
court there was a record of binding out three Stinson childern as poor 
orphans. They were Henry, William and Milla. It did not say whose children 
they were or what happened to their parents. They were not Burrell or Burwell's 
(they are the same) children as his family moved to Lauderdale County, MS 
where he lived to a ripe old age and died and is buded theree Do you have 
any idea whose children they might have been. 


Would like very much to hear from you and about your Stinson family. Perhaps

In talking with another lady who is researching the same line as I am 

(Joseph Stinson and Caroline Ogburn Stinson) we have come across the 

name of Mrs. Marcy E. Gautreaux of White Castle, Louisiana. who is researching 
the Stinson line. Also a Sue Stinson in Jonesboro, Louisiana who was the 
granddaughter of Alexander Thompson Stinson of Wilcox County in Alabama... 
Sorry my info is so sketchy, but possibly you could get a telephone number 

on either of these from information. I don't know what line Mrs. Gautreaux 
is researching - but if you are like me, you want to check out every 

angle. 


My great-great grandfather was Joseph Stinson- his brothers were Rueben Lee 
Stinson and George Stinson and he also had 2 sisters: Jane and Celia. 

I think there might be other brothers, but have not been able to prove 

it. I am trying desperately to find out who Joseph's parents were. It 

is very difficult to find information after you get back to the early 
1800's 


We were always told that my great great grandfather came to Alabama from 
Georgia - he came here because his older brother Rueben was already here. 
This would have been in the mid-1840's. I thought he was married before 
he came to Monroe/Butler County, but have recently learned he marriéd 
Caroline Ogburn in Mobile in 1847. Caroline's sister was named Mary and 
she was married to Joseph's adax older brother Rueben. 


Were you able to get any info from Euriah Stinson? He was my grandmother's 
younger brother. 


I have enclosed a copy of a letter I received from Bea Greenan in Monroe 
Louisiana. She is descended from Joseph,too and we are trying to piece 
together the puzzle. 

The paragraph about someone named "Coot" might mean something to you.

As usual it was nice to hear from you. I am slow as usual. This time I thought I 
would copy the census I was going to send you instead of starting the letter like 
I usually do and then it takes me several days to get it finished. 


Sure hope your winter has been better than ours or you will probably be ready to 
leave Florida. We had snow starting sometine in January and thru Feb. we had 9 
straight weekends of snow except one and it was sleet. We had from 3 inches to 7 
and 73 each weekend. I thought the snow would never leave the ground. We still 
had a little of the first snow on the ground when the last one came. Then we had 

a little warmer weather that was really nice and last Sunday morning when we got up 
there was a trace of snow on the ground again but the ground was warm enought that 
iv was OK. even if it did snow all day long and sometimes it was rather hard snow. 
All this week has been nice since it warmed up Tuesday. Today was really nice. 


Ronnie is in Keesler AFB, Biloki, Miss. since January. He came home over the- 
Washington Birthday weekend. Then he came home again Yesterday morning. He got here 
about 10 O'Clock and had to leave today at 1:30. He brought a friend with him. We 
were glad he did as he had left Biloxi, Friday night at 12;30. I think they both 
drove some and both got sleepy. He talked like since he would be going over seas 
after he finished there in June he would probably come home on weekends more even if 
he would get here on Saturday and have to go back on Sunday. He is to go to the Azore 
Islands off the coast of Portugal when he leaves Biloxi. He should get 15 days off 
first since he hasn't any time yet. His friend that was with him this week end is 
going to Hawaii. Ronhie said "the lucky thing". Ulery told him the Azores might be 
better as there might not be as much top brass there as there were in Hawaii. 


Has your son gotten married yet? I am sure it is hard to have him so far from you 

but we have to give them up some time. I now realize how hard it is. Ronnie was 20 
last Nov. 20th. It was really hard when he left for both of us, as he had never been 
away from home except for a week of retreat with the Mfy and preacher. Then when he 
came home for the week end it was just as bad as he left here at 6!30 at night to 
drive back and we sure hated to see him leaving in the dark to drive all night. I 
thought this time it would be easier but his dad started crying all over again., after 
Ronnie left. They (the boys) both slept pretty good last night so maybe they won't 
be sleepy going back tonight. 


Thanks for all the information Ben had collected in Ala. The same day I received 

your letter I also heard from a lady in La. who is kin to the ones Ben had talked to. 
She has been hoping to get to Ala. to visit some of them so I sent her what you sent me. 
I had also sent her the name and address of Elaine Thompson of Fairhope, Ala that you 
met at the Library. She is also kin to the lady in La. (Mrs. B. S. Greenan.) I am hoping 
with you Ben and these two ladies all on these Stinsons in Ala. you can find out about 
your Preston Stinson. There just has to be a connection. Odd that the man Ben talked 
to had named a son Preston Stinson but couldn't remember why he named him that. Maybe 
he is like me. I named Ronnie,Ronald LaDon Stinson for some unknown reason and can't 
for the life of me remember where I heard that name. Ulery said I hag him named when 
he got back to the Hospital after going to tell our parents we had a son.!!!! 


Mr. Greenan says they had heard their Stinson's name started with M. and that was all 
she knew. She says Joseph H. Stinson son of M. born in N C & wife born S.C. md. 


Caroline Ogburny Think they had told Ben her name m was Osburn. Wonder which i %

maybe others. Celia married Richard Eady and game lived with them and never married. 
Celia is buried in 01d Salem Cem. Monroe Co., Ala. Reuben is also buried there. Joseph 
H is supposed to have been born in S. Car. or Ala according to the Census and was born abou 
1827. He died 25 Sept 1865 in Civil War. I don't think I have him on my list of 
Confederate Soldiers. At least I don't see his name. Don't know where she found that 
Have you ever gone to the “State Library in Montgomery to check the Ala Civil War 
Pensions? There are some there I think. I justnoticed on a family sheet she had the 
above date on a chart she drew out she had Joseph died . NO. She has the atove date on 
the chart and on the family sheet she has 27 June 1864 at Madison, Ala in Civil War.!! 

IT had not caught that before.I just noticed on another sheet she had changed the date 

of Joseph's death to 27 June 1864 and says he is buried in Leysath Cem. Butler Co., Ala. 
I just noticed she said he was in Co. E. 2nd Ala. Cav. of Confederate Army. I finalyy 
found him on my list as J.H. Stinson.in Co B. Guess I can't see too good. 


Remember you sent me this note.:: Old Salem Baptist Church records Monroe Co., Ala. 
Ala. Territory 1817-1839---Mectjah Stinson. Mrs Greenan wanted to know where you found 
that. It sounds like he would probably be her M. Stinson. A lot of search in the 
records and Stinsons in Sutler and adjoining counties might get hers.. Sounds to me 
like all these in these counties should be kin but may not be. Sure is a puzzle,. 


No, I have not see "Early Settlers on the Old Federal Road in Monroe & Conecuh Counties 
Ala" by Brantley. Was it published just lately or did you notice? If lately you might 
be able to get in touch with her. I did send you a copy of the Stinson part in "Col. 
Skinners book, didn't I? According to his book it was probably Mecijah Stinson that 
was the early Stinson there. He is saying his son Simon Lewis was probably mdd.in 
Conecuh Co., Ala about 1821, Feb. 15...Macajah Stinson is on the 1820 Census of Conecuh 


Co. He had a son Joseph but they say he was Joseph Terrel who married Hannah Patience 
Moore. 


No, I don't have anything on Burwell Stinson before he was in Oglethorpe Co , Ga. I 
only have that We was born in N. Car. like you have. Have you checked any records there 
to see if there is any record of where he came from. He was already there in 1804. 

He was in the 1505 Land Lottery, also a Fannie Stinson in Oglethorpe co in 1805. She 
must be his mother or else a sister -in-law. I had one lady say that those who drew 
land were Rev. Soldiers or else children of Rev. Soldiers. I do not know if that is 
true or not.Those who drew a bland in ist lottery got another chance in the 2nd lottery 
(1807) Burwell got another chance and drew land in 1807 in Wilkerson Co., Ga. 

Since Micajah Stinson was in Clarke Co., Ga in 1805 he is probably a brother of Buwell 
but just a guess. Micajah Stinson is listed in Anson Co., N. Car as early as 1771. 
Anson Co may be the county for Burwell. The only thing I have in Anson Co. is the 1790 
Census and Miss Sue Stinson says this: Micajah Louis Stinson, married Mary and 
had children named; Charles & Elizabeth all born in Shennandoah Co., Va. & they went to 
Anson Co.,.M-. Car. She also said he had Micajah Lewis Stinson, Jr. It sounds like these 
or some of them must have served in the Rev. War under (think his name was Col. Micajah 
Lewis) Yes that is correct name. Elijah Brazill Stinson is said to have served under: 
Col. Micajah Lewis, Maj. Wm. Lewis, Capt Joel Lewis, Gen. Lincoln, Gen. Rutherford, 

and Gen Pickings. Don't know where they were all from. These are the commanders he says 
he remembers in his Rev. War papers. He was also born some place in Va and went to N.C. 
A search of the neighbors around Burwell & Micajah in Clarke & Oglethorpe Counties might 
give a clue to where they came from if these counties have any early records. 

Have you searched Washington & Clarke Counties, Ala for Burwell? I do not know who 

the Nancy Stinson that married Wm Sanson in Clarke Co in 1814 was. If Burwell did not 
marry until 1806 she couldn't be his daughter unless he had been married before. Then 
he only drew one draw in the Ga. Land Lottery so that means he was a baclelor. Married 
recoris that says one wae dau of hertett®* Pi ythe megriages in Yel A but only haves, 
list from Mary of Texas.According to others the others were daughters of 

Nancy not accounted for.In 1830 census he still had six ehilicen ae asi ee ee ee 


have one more than what I have for him. No, I may be wr a 
date for Joseph & Nancy Stinson. : ' ong I do not have a marriage 
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I don't remember mentioning this to you. Mrs. Mary Willmon is a descendent of Burwell 
and she said in 1968 she got information about a Theodocia Stinson or Theodocia Searcy 
one when she wrote Blue Mountain College, Blue Mountain, Miss. and they said they would 
forward their book to her"A Light on a Hill that she would be interested in pages 28-30 
and 40-47. She said she never did receive it. She said the Founders were DR. & Mrs. 

W. T. Lowrey and they were connected on her side. Theodocia Stinson was a granddaughter 
of Burwell Stinson and she married Pick ney Willmon. Her parents were Elijay Y. Stinson 
and Malvina Searcey. I have never found out what the Y. was for I wonder if it could 
be Yancey. I have never heard too many names that start with a Y. have you? He died 
at Malvern, Ark, Do you have any information on any of the descendents of Burwell, 
other than John & C J. “lark (census had Sarah Clark. ? Elizabeth md. John McClure in 
Clarke Co., Ala. Sarah md. Silas Scarborough, Dicy I think married Jack Moore and they 
may be on the 1830, 49 Y 50 census of Clarke Co., Ala. 


Just looked again at my Alabama map. Miss Sue “tinsons were in Wilcox Co., Ala & they 
were from Buckingham Co., Va, then probably some place in N. Car. then in Lincoln & 
Wilkes Co., Ga before Wilcox Co., Ala. I think they all left some in each state they 
went throught..... 


I could tie in some of the Stinson from the cemeteries in Georgianaa, Ala & Repton, Ala 
that you sent but some of them I couldn't. Guess I don't have enought census records 
to tie more of them together. I just noticed I am sending you 5 Stinson in Butler Co. 
Ala in 1860 but only one in 1870. That is all the lady sent me. 


The BEulah V. Stinson in in Mt. Pisgah Cem. Butler Co was wife of Yancey Stinson. She 
was Beulah V. Freeman, at least I guess it is the same one. I had her b. 1863 d. 1945, 
You supplied the dates of month & day.Yancey is buried in Old Salem Cem. There could 

be a lot of clues in that cemetery. Think I will add on the census in red what I have 
gotten from Mrs. Greanan. 

Mrs. Greenan said one Yancey lived to be over 100 and on 100th birthday was assisted in 
blowing out the 100 candles on his cake by 90 year old Reuben. She didn't know which 
R*uben it was. She said it seems there were several named "Old Reuben”. Reuben R. Stinson 
that Married Wary F. (Ogburn) Gaskey (spelling) was a brother of her Joseph Stinson 

that married Caroline Ggburn. Joseph H. Stinson was b. about 1827 Ala or S. Car. Census 
has both ways. Their children were:William.b. about 1848; Frances, b. about 1849; These 
two were on 1850 census and both died with deptheria, (Butler Co. Records). ;James,b.

I got it mixed with Mrs. Greenans 
letter that day but think you were the one that sent it. 


There is an Ivan Nathaniel Stinson in Georgiana Nursing Home and he is grandson of James 
Cc. Stinson who he says died in Civil War. (that is 4 James C. Stinsons I have found)

I really haven't had a chance to do much on my genealogy this year and I was so 
in hopes of getting the book finished. I found a few pictures at a cousins just 
lately that proved the parents of Delila Prince Stinson, I think. I had thought 
they were Elijah and Anna Prince on the 1850 Census of Williamson Co., Tenn. and 
they were. Mariam Prince was on that census with her parents and I found a picture 
of Aunt Mariam and Aunt Elizabeth Lamb. I have also found one that says Dillie's 
great grandmother. It had not been identified yet. Sure hope I can find someone 
to identify it. It could be the mother of Henry Stinson, Delila Prince, Lucinda 
Green or Joseph Hendricks. The mother of one of those. It was a little tin type 
with a bonnet on and may not be able to reproduce a copy if I do find out who it 
is. The same lady also had some of Catherine "Kate" Stinson and her husband 
Frank Hamilton. Henry's oldest daughter. She had one of her that was made in 
New Albany, Indiana, so that proves she either visited her half-Uncle there or 
else visited her father there after he left Tenn. Probably will never know which. 


I am encloseing some information I copied for you last year and found it this year. 
Our state Capitol in Nashville was designed by William Strickland of Philadelphis, 
Pa. I think there are other buildings in Nashville that were also designed by hin. 


Thanks for all the information you send on your Preston. Hope by now you have found 
out more. It still bugs me that his dau. was older than Henry Strickland. He must 
have been Henry Strickland Stinson or else the son of a sister of hers, one. what 
have they always told you? Sure wish you could have gotten William Stinson (Who drank 
away from his wife so you could have talked to him. I bet he could have told you 

what you probably needed. 


All this is eo confusing or maybe I am just confused. Guess I have been at genealogy 
too long. ha. Anyway, yes I think Burwell and Burrell Stinson are the same person. 
One of the reason is: On the 1805 Georgia Land Lottery Burwell Stinson lived in 
Oglethorpe Co and on the 1807 Land Lottery it had Burrell Stinson in Oglethorpe Co. 
Ga.by the 1820 Census he is not listed in Ga. At lest he isn't on the index I have. 
He drew land in Wilkinson Co., Ga in the 1807 land lottery and then Isaac Stinson 
shows up there by 1820. He came from Wake Co., N. Car. Then Burrell Stinson is 
listed in Clark Co., Ala. in 1816 and then in the Miss. Goodspeed biography of Wm H. 
Stinson it says his grandfather was Burwell Stinson and that his father John Stinson 
was from Ala. 6n the 1840 index I have of Alabama., it has Berrell Stinson in 
Sumter. Co., Ala. 3 boys and 1 girl. Is there a 1820 index for Alabama or do you 
know? I do not have one. My handy book says Sumter Co. has marriages since 1833. 
Have you checked any there? Then Clarke Co. is supposed to have marriage and pro- 


Pabeergcords since 1814 and one of the marriage records from there says daughter of 
urre STinson. Have you checked any of the Clarke Co. marriages? If that one 


says who she was the daughter of I wonder if some more might have similiar information 
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Just realized I had not told you the lady in Ohio (her husband is a descenent of a 
brother (half-brother) of our Henry Lassitor Stinson's) has heard from two cousins 
in Arizona and both are sending her information and she is sending the family sheets 
to me that they are sending her. I got a box full the other day. One lady sent 
her a lot and Delois Stinson (from Ohio) has written her and asked her to send to 
me any other information she may have. I have not written her yet. She said she 
could send me hundred of descendents of Archibald Stinson. I have never collect on 
the girls so I hate to tell her that. I'm afraid she may not want to send me the 
rest if I say it that way. I usuall collect who the Stinson girls marry, their 
children and who they marry and then I stopped. I realize now that I should have 
brought them to the present time, but I started our on Ulery's and mine and did it 
that way on ours and it would be a little hard to have to go back again for all of 
that althought I know I should. Ulery's great niece that was here all summer 
begged me each time I tried to do any work on genealogy to let her help and for me 
to put her name in my book. She was 11 yearl old. I couldn't do anything for her 
wanting to help .

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One that marriage I don't really know what the girl's name was. It looked like 
Wancy Stinson according to what I have written down. Do you have any Clarke Co, 
marriages? Since there are three Stinson girls married there 1814 to 1832 the 
parents should be there in 1820 & 1830 it looks like to me. Just noticed the 
Handy Book says the 1820 is lost for all but 8 counties of Ala. The 1810 census 
of Washington Co., Ala has him listed as Burrell Stinson. I just noticed I do 
have him in Clarke Co., Ala on the 1830 census. Do you have that? I have forgotten 
just what you did have . Have you put a family sheet together for Burwell Stinson? 
I just realized that he is the gr. gr. grandfather of Mrs. Mary Willmon route 4 
Box 816 Lufkin, Texas 75901. She is a descendent thru his son Elijah Y. Stinson 
born 24 March 1828 in Clarke Co., Ala. Remember you sent me the marriage of 
Burwell and Patsy James in Oglethorpe Co., Ga. in 1806? Well Mrs. Willmon says 

he married Martha Jones. I know Patsy is a nick name for Martha, isn't it?? 

I believe she also confirmed that the three marriages in Clarke Co., Ala were the 
daughters of Burwell. The Wancy is supposed to be “Winnie”. Winnie must be a 
nick name also but I never heard the name Wancy. It could be that some of the 
marriages in Clark Co have Stephenson instead of Stinson . Do you usually look 
for that also when you check for Stinsons? 


I just checked under Mrs. Willmon and she said she finally got trave and called 
the family of a Stinson in her county where I had sent a death date to her and she 
said one of his daughters had the whole family she had checked on it for years but 
she was in Europe just then but her sister gave her name and address and it was 
Virginia Cotton 1418 3rd St. Lufkin, Texas 75901. I wrote her last October but 
no answer yet. Maybe you could try. She might answer you. Her father was Roy 
Penn Stinson, Sr. died 10-29-1938.

Ulery keep trying to rush me 
up on the book. He says you know Ronnie won't do it if we are dead. (that is if* 
he does come back to the shop.) So I am not trying to set a dead line for July 6, 
1980 as that is when there is to be another Stinson reunion of any that want to 
come I guess. Some of the descendents of Bob Stinson a brother ot my, Wm. Burr & 
Ulery's Jack had one first Sunday in this month and invited us and I tried to get 
some of our bunch to go but only had an Uncle & Aunt that went with us. 


The reunion will be at Montgomery Bell Park , at the Inn in the Clement Room. They 
got the INN to prepare. the meal and will not know the cost until about a month before 
probably. This year it was $6.05 per adult and $3.00 per child. Think it would be 
hard to get many of ours at that price but'I am going to try for next year. I met 
some new cousins and found one that looked a lot like my brother. As slow as I am 
in typing it is going to be hard for me to get it finished by then but I am sure 
hoping to do it. Would love to have you or anyone that would like to to come to the 
reunion. 


I just noticed you said your were typing your letter at work. I had thought you 
may have retired when you moved to Florida.

We went to Clifty, Ky in July and found the grave of our Archibald but the dates were 


a 
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different from what the Morman Cousins had sent me. Now I wonder. I took a picture 


of the grave. Also found two of his children buried theréand one of them was diff- 
erent from what they sent. 


Since it didn't take to long to go there we came back home that night and the next 

day we went to Barren Co., Ky. and checked at the Courthouse but didn't find any 

thing I didn’t already have. We then went to the Library there and found some Tax 
Lists. I was checking to see if I could find John Stinson near Lovel & Burdit 

Stinson as I knew there was a John next to them on the 1810 Census of Barren Co and 

also near them in 1790 & 1800 in Wake Co., N. Car. and according to those census 

this John had the correct number of children these cousins out West said he was 

supposed to have had. Well I found Lovel in Barren co.in 1804, John was there by 1806, 
1808 Lovel, John, Burdit, James, Lawson. Lawson is supposed to be one of ours, 

son of John. Lawson says he is over 21, In 1806 John had said he had two under 16. 
Doesn't make sense, unless they just asked how many were under 16, Looks like I should 
have checked that film a lot closer. Any way in 1812 James 4 names, Burdit, J.L. (John 
L.supposed to be another of ours), a Mr. Satterfield, Lovel 2 names, Lawson, one name 
then John Stinson. In 1814 I found Burdit, Joel (think he is son of Burdit as he was on. 
marriage bond for Joel), Lawson, M. Duke, L. John, Lovel & John Stinson. Marmaduke 

is also supposed to be our John's son. Seems to me this pretty well proves our 
Stinsons came from Wake Co., N. Car. but I can say I know they did. lLovel was born 

in Va. so I feel like John was probably born there and may have married there but 

may not ever find the proof. 


Did you ever get any pictures of your Stinsons at all? Would love to have some or a 
lot to put in Preston's section if you can come up with some. 


I am enclosing two to see if you have ever seen anyone that looks like them. You 
may keep them if you wish. The lady in on glass and the other was a tin type. I 
asked a son of Bob Stinsons at the reunion if he knew them and he thought they may 
be a sister & brother of his father. Just maybe. I thought the man may be Ulery's 
gr. grandfather (Bob's brother) but this man thought it might be my gr. grandfather. 
I still think it is Ulery's. I looked like there was a faint name on the back of 

it when we got it and we put it under a magnifying glass and took it to a Dr. friend 
to put under his miscrope but couldn't see more. Wayne (Ulerys nephew) started 
trying to see if he could bring it out by marking over it with a paper & pencil. 

Now I can't really see much but still looks like Stinson and I thought I may be able 
to see Elijah at first. Guess I was just trying too hard to see that. 

Thanks for the S. Car. you sent. I have see the Stevenson book it spoke of and I 
did have the book about Rev. Martinand the families that came to S. Car. with hin. 
Looks like they are saying the Stevenson is wrong. In that book he said he thought 
the reason none of the Stinsons left many descendents was because they knew it 
should be Stevenson not Stinson. !! 


Ye, we do miss Ronnie. He called last week at the shop for the first time in several 
weeks and we had to leave early that day and missed him. I know you sure miss your 
sons. We are doing pretty good now. I just wish he would call more. The last 

time we talked to him he mentioned it was probably expensive so he wouldn't call too 
mush and I wrote and told him it wasn't much at all and call every chance he got & 
he still went several weeks. These boys don't care. He is supposed to be home Dec. 
16th. So should be home tof Christmas. 


Bye for now and if you come bp with any pictures or anything else on the descendents 
of Preston be sure and send it as soon as possible. I am going to try real hard 
to finish the book. .

I know I have been owing you a letter for so long that you think I have forgotten 
you but I have been trying to type on the book. “till not accomplishing as much

Hope all is well with your family. We are just fine. It has been a real dry 
summer and fall but finally got a little rain. Hope it is nice there. 


Ronnie was home for Thanksgiving and that made it real nice. He went back at 
lunch today. He called a few minutes ago. Said he made it back just fine. He 

is at Robbins AFB, Ga. now. He likes it OK but think he had rather be home now. 
He still has two years to go. At least that is alot closer than the Azore Islands. 
He got back from there in Oct. 


Hope your boys are OK. and hope the oldest got things straightened out fine. 


I haven't found out much new lately on anyone. I sure hope someday you can find 
out who Preston's parents were. I was just typing what you and others had sent me 
on Burwell Stinson and Michael Stinson. It sure is interesting. Makes me really 
wonder. 


Burwell and Michael were in Washington Co., Als, (also Miss Territory) probably same 
place. Then orphans show up in Clarke Co named Wm. Henry and MILA Stinson and so does 
Burwell Stinson. Then Henry Stinson was bound out to Henry Myrick and then Jeremiah 
Myrick and wife Molly and Elizabeth Stinson are in Jasper Co., Miss. in 1850. Could 
that possibly be Mila Stinson (Molly) and maybe Elizabeth is the mother of those orphans 
and the widow of Michael Stinson. Then by 1850 you sent me William Stinson In Clarke 
Co., Ala. with wife Mary and son Jefferson Stinson. By 1870 Wm. and wife and Jeffersm 
and wife were in Jasper Co., Miss. Do you have the 1860 Census of any of these? This 
sure looks like they are all kin to me and sounds like they are kin to Preston also. 
Have you checked any Sumter Co., Ala marriages? Or do they have any? My Handy book 
says they have them since 1833.

Well don't give up on your Preston B. After all these years of searching I have 
finally found the parents of Our Henry L. “Stinson. 


On March 14th I received a letter from a Mrs. Katie Cameron of Gridley, Calif. 

who asked if the Henry L. Stinson I was searching for was Henry Lassitor Stinson 

b. 12 Oct 1818 in Tenn. son of Archibald & his 1st wife Tempy Lassitor. I was so 
thrilled I wrote her that night. Would you believe it was 7 weeks before she 
answered. I asked so many questions and had hoped she would know if he had any 
brothers or sisters. I had already received a family sheet from another lady in 
Calif who I had been writing several years who had gone to Utah last fall to enrol 
her son in college and while there she went to the Church of Latter Day Saints Lib. 
and copied 10 family sheets and one was of Archibald and his 2nd wife Elizabeth 
Smothers. At that time I wondered if Archibald might have had a 1st wife & maybe 
Henry might be his son. Just a hunch I guess and then Archibald was on the 1830 
Census of Rutherford Co., Tenn. and Henry L. married 1836 in Bedford Co. (next co,) 
Well when Mrs. Cameron did answer, she said as far as she knew Henry aas the only 
one by the first marriage. She said her grandmother had talked of Henry and _ she 
did not remember hearing her talk of any one else. By the 2nd wife Archibald had 
14 children, so our Henry had 14 half-brothers & sisters. 


I have already bought several of the Pension Records for soldiers in the Union 

Army of the Civil War and 6 of the ones I bought were Henry's half-brothers. Last 
year a cousin of Ulery's said I remember my father saying Henry's dad was a Baptist 
Minister and had seven sons. Well he was right on part of it. He was a Baptist 
Minister fér 30 years said Mrs. Cameron and also a Blacksmith. On the 1860 Census 
of Todd Co., Ky. he was listed as a Blacksmith. I now have the birth date for 
Henry's mother but not death date. The Birth & death date for his father and she 
said Archibald was born in Shelby Co., near Memphis, Tenn in 1798. Shelby Co was 
not formed until 1818.!! Archibald is the brother to the Alsey Stinson of Sumner 

& Macon co tenn who md. Roady Smothers (sister to Elizabeth). She also said the 
girls were born near Memphis, Tenn. (I wonder about that) She did have the correct 
birth date for Henry though. She said Henry's grandfather was John Stinson who 
married Sarah Tyson, and according to a book that Dr. John Vallentine of Provo, Utah 
just published last year it sounds like John & Sarah died in N. Car. On the 1860 
census Archibald said he was born in N. Car. She listed the other children of 

John & Sarah (Tyson) Stinson as;John, Lawson, Marmaduke, Allsy, Elizabeth, Anna, 

& Archibald. She said John husband of Sarah was the son of Aaron Stinson of 
Chatham Co., N. Car. & wife Rebecca. Aaron's will was proven in Chatham Co., N. C. 
in 1799 and his children listed. Dr. Vallentine is descended from his son Robert 

I think. Don't see his letter just now. I wrote his last year after I noticed the 
ad on his book saying there was a section on Stinson or maybe it was after he had 
an Ad. Anyway he said he could see not connection. I bought his book last month 
after all of this and he has a lot of protably's in it. Over the years I have found 
some to all to what he has and under one of the earlier Stinsons he had brothers 
Moses & Aaron that are not brothers. I have a lady in Indiana who has the brothers 
by that name but one of the ones Dr. Vallentine has down belongs to someone else. 
Don't know which one is the correct one for the parents he has listed, 


e_lady in Calif say my ad from the March 1976 Helper and if she had only seen 
i las Jarek were came’ very close to hear hene-when Ye were in Calif.!! That's life. 
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I have written the Lady in Calif. again and hope she can tell me more. She said 

she had received the information from her grandmother, Lucy Susan (Stinson) Hendricks 
the youngest daughter of Archibald and from Joan Henttricks Smith. Joan was one of 

the ladies that had sent in a lot of family sheets on the name Stinson to the C.L.D.S. 
I think a lady in Fafayette, Tenn told me that Dr. Vallentine said he had heard from 
her. I do not know if she is still living or not. I wrote her several years ago to 
the address on the family sheets and my letter came back. The week before I received 
the letter from Mrs, Cameron I also had a letter from another descendent of Archibald 
that lives in Ohio. Hopefully I am getting more on the cousiss. She had said Alsey 

& Archibald were born in Sumner Co. near Memphis, Tenn. I have noticed that several of 
hers belong to the Church of L.D.S. Possibly that is why the information was preserved. 


Well don't give up. Somewhere someone might have that record you need. 


Hope you do get some results from Giles Co., Tenn. but unless you find someone with 
some Bible records or such it might be hard as most Giles Co records are lost. 


Hope the grandchild is doing fine and the grandparents also!! She know you are thrilled. 
Hope some day I make it. Ronnie is 18 and his girlfriend is planning on going to 
College. Hope so and hope everything goes well. He still thinks she is the only one. 
Ronnie is working at the shop and doesn't want to go to College, 


Sorry you haven't heard from Judy Regan. I wonder if I gave her address when I 
shouldn't or what I have done but she hasn't answered several of my last letters. I 
might write soon ans ask if I did something wrong. I have written several times 
lately and sent her names & addresses of people I thought she might like to hear from 
but still no ans_wer.

Back to the Ala. co. book../ It did not list Stinson as one of 
the names listed in the Book or any Glasco or Belews. Don't know if there is any- 
thing on any names other than the ones listed or not. You might have already seen the 
book. It is "Early Settlers of Ala."originally published in 1899.Pre-price $20.00 
556 pages. (until June 20th) After that $25.00. He also had some of S. Car. 
Think I just might sent this to you. You might be able to find some of them at your 
local library.

Tenn in 1840 & 1850 and then in 1860, 1876, 1880 the descendents of William & Mary 
(Ray) Stinson were in Hardeman Co. Sounds like Whitley & William should be related 
but on the 1850 census Whitley says he was born in Ky. and William is from Mecklen- 
burg Co., N. Car. (I think) Any way you gave me the last name for the 1st wife of 
Albert F. Stinson. in Tippah Co., Miss. 


Don't know if you would be interested in some information on these of Tippah & Hard- 
aman Co. but will send it on a separate sheet and maybe you can put some of them together 
if you wish. Some are confusing me. But that is easy!! ha.

Dear Jean: 
Like you I am trying hard to keep my mail moving but not doing too good a job, 


and here I am getting you behind again.ha Nice to hear from you. Glad you had 
a nice Christmas. I guess I would say ours was a little sad. My favorite Aunt's 
husband died Christmas Eve. We had only left the nursing home about two hours 
before he diedand I was so sorry I had left her there by herself. She is 80 

and had sat there by his side every day since the first of September. If all 
nursing homes are like that one they should be done away with. She was so 
unhappy there but hated to move him once he was there. We all went to Mothers 
anyway Christmas day and again on Sunday as the funeral home was real close by. 
Last Thursday a week ago I took the day off and helped my Aunt straighten out 
some of the things one has to do after a death. It sure kept uf stepping but 

we made it for that day but will protably have some more to do later on. They 
both had appointed me and my sister I think to administer their things. That 

is about leading a blind hore to water ( me that is) ha. 


Well enough of that. The weather here has been terrible. I think yesterday 

was the first time it had been above freezing since about Christmas and it is 
turing cold again now. I got 5° below zero and stayed around zero over a week 
and now they are talking about it getting back to zero by the weekend. Our shop 
is in a real old house that we tore the walls out of and the water has been frozen 
all last week! and until yesterday afternoon. The worst part was that the lines 
were frozen going to the sever. The gas evidently was cut down Monday a week ago 
and it was so cold we all just went home. Ulery said there wasn't room for all 
of us in front of the heater.. Well enough of that. How is your weather?? 

I almost forgot to say the ground has been mostly white here since the week after 
Christmas. Not much at a time but before all would go we would have another inch. 
The most we had at a time was about 4". There is another chance of snow tomorrow. 


You mentioned not getting the wills or your check tack from Alabama. Maybe they 
are like us. I know one day Wayne (Ulery's nephew, he works for us) said here is 
an order for a book or some books and when I checked the box where we usually ‘ 
keep the letters until I get a chance to fill them , no lettersi! I still don't 
know what happened and no one has written and asked yet. It is such a mad house 
sometimes that any thing is possible. 


We got an order in the mail yesterday from Ft. Smith Public Library to reprint 
Sebastian Co., Ark. Goodspeed's book. They want it back by April ist. So looks 
like I will have a lot of collating to do , im books and about 226 pages I think. 
They said if it turned our good for them they might try some more later. 


I know you are looking forward to the arrival of the grandchild. Hope every 
thing turns out just like they would like for it to. 


You mentioned the books on Giles Co., Tenn. you had on loan. Who were you look- 
ing for in them? Maybe you had told me before and I have forgotten. I checked 
about all I could find on Giles Co for Stinsons but didn't for anything else. I 
went to their court house one day and spent the day. It was real cold that day 
and the attic was dirty and I was so in hopes of finding some tax lists and not 

a thing did I find. The deeds are down stairs and clean but I had already copied 
them one day while in Nashville. Most ot the Tenn. Cour’ Houses have been burned 
by Sherman during the Civil War. 
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I don't remember you mentioning the Belews before. Maybe I just forgot. Have 


you ever heard from a Judy Regan? If not let me know and I will send your 
address to her and see if she can help.. She has sent me a lot on Stinsons and 
I have not heard from her in a long time but am planning on writing her again 
soon. She is working on Belews, Springers, Hays and I can't remember who else. 


Thanks for the 1840 Census of S. Car. I had bought the index from Cendex but 
had not gotten around to going to the Library. I told Ulery next summer I hoped 
to get one day off each week and go to the Library. That is probably a joke!! 
At least I can wish. 


Forgot to say the S. Car index is just like what you have except they had David 
listed four times in York Dist. They had David, David SR., and David age 84 

listed on page 290 & again on page 316. You remember that cemetery lis ting you 
sent me from Columbus, Miss that had John Thomas Stinson as being born in Fairfield 
Dist. So. Car. There aren't any Stinsons there in 1820, or 1840 but in 1830 

they have James & William Stinson. Looks like most must have lest and went West. 
Did I not tell you I had checked the 1840 Census for Ala. or are you checking 

for other names also. I have the Stinsons. I have an index for 1820, 1840 & 1850 
for Georgia but haven't checked all of them. Just got the 1850 from Mary Claunch 
a while back. Do you need any of them.? 


I have never checked any passenger lists for anyone. You also mentioned checking 
Missouri. That is one state I do not have too much from but I know there are 
Stinsons there. I noticed one Pension Record for a Stinson that kad a Strickland 
for a witness and I think it was from MIssouri. I can't remember if I sent that 
or not. Will enclose it. 


Mississippi Co., MIssouri; 18 Jan 1899. Personally appeared befor the Notary 
Public.; L. B. Presson and H.T. Strickland of Bertrand, Mo. as witnesses for 
Micager(Micajah) T. Stinson. H.T. Strickland was age 46, said he had known Mary 
S. Stinson for 18 years. She was Mary Presson, said she was living 4 mile of 
his house. She married ist Michael Neaion and it looked like she wasn't married 
legally to Micajah Stinson as another wife got his Pension from Ky. I also found 
out they didn't send me all the Stinson family sheets from Utah when I ordered 
them. I bought 128 I think. but a lady in Calif went there last fall and said 
she had 10 or 12, I have forgotten which and I needed 5 of them. No telling how 
many more I didn‘*t get. I was supposed to have gotten all they had. One I didn't 
get was for Archibald Stinson b. 6 Feb 1798 near Memphis Tenn and it said he 1st 
md. Tempy Lassitor, no other information on her. Then 2nd he md, Elizabeth 
Smothers and listed his 14 children. He is the one who was in Rutherford Co., Tenn 
in 1830 & Todd Co., Ky in 1850. I do not have him in 1840. It answered a lot 
of who some of the ones I had Pension Records on. Most are his boys. When she 
said she had a sheet on him and his wife was a Smothers I figured he was a brother 
to the Alsey Stinson of Sumner Co Tenn and he must be as they say his parents 
were John & Sarah Stinson, also. I feel like they are related to ours more then 
before as one of the boys was William Wood Stinson and he married Margaret Vand- 
iver (Vandeveer) and the 1860 Census of Floyd Co., Ind has a William & Margaret 
then that is where our Henry L. went to join the Union Army in 1861. It may not 
be the same William but I hope to check on this more. 

January 30, 
As usual I didn't get finished. 
The inter-library loan from N. Car sounds good but I need to concentrare more on 
Tenn., Ky., & indiana I think for ours. I would also like to check more on Louisi- 
ana in Rapids Parish but probably will not get to. 


Sounds like you like to check genealogy as much as I do. I hate this house work 
too and seems like I never get through anymore but don't get to the library either. 
Sure wish Nashville was closer. It takes about 1 hr. each way and I have to park 


about two blocks aney and that is the célidestwind blowing I think I have ever seen. 
We didn't the snow this week but it is clouding up now and it was 5°yesterday again, 


Guess I had better close and copy What I have on Missouri and if you need any let 


me know.

Well seems like I am still behind all the time. I didn't realize it had been 
so long since I received your letter. Every thing doing OK here. Hope all is 
fine with you and yours. 


We almost had a snow last Sunday night (just about 1" of sleet) a little snow. 
So far only a trace of snow this year but they say we might have some about the 
middle of this week. 


I know you are sure looking forward to the grandchild. Ronnie's girlfriend is 

a senior this year and then she plans on going to College. Ronnie didn't want 

to go to college, said he wanted to work at the printing shop with his dad. He 

is really so young he really doesn't want to work at all.ii (that our fault) He 
is doing pretty good though. 


Hope you have a nice Christmas in Houston. Maybe it will be nice there. 


Ben will be worn out if he keeps working those long hours till January. Ulery 
is tired every day after working 7. He usually hit the couch about as soon as 
he gets thru feeding the dogs. He bought two puppies last week and the dog he 
had borrowed had 6 and lost all but one. 


When you do leave Monahans to you still plan to live in Texas? Maybe closer to 
the children. Sounds like you aren't too fond of Monahans. I don't remember wha t 
that part of Texas looks like. Some parts are for the wild things. (very dry 
and barren looking) Houston should be pretty the best I can remember. 


Hope you have found some new leeds with the wills you sent for. I am not prog- 
ressing too much. I did find out that if you don't ask for the entire file on 
the Pension records for the Union soldiers they only send about 10 pages . I 
re~sent for the one of our Henry L. Stinson and asked for all if there were 

more then 8 pages as that is all I received the first time. Would you believe 
they had missed the two most important pages the first time. One said when he 
married and the other said he was born 12 Oct 1818 in Smith Co., Tenn. I knew 
the 1880 & 1900 census said he was born in Tenn and the day was not on them. It 
also gave a description of him. 5° 10” fair, comp’ blue eyes. Before I had no 
idea of wha t he looked like. Now I wonder if he belongs to Lewis Cobb Stinson 
like I thought or some one else. As far as I know Lewis Cobb was never in Smith 
Co., Tenn. 


Did you get through with the 1840 Census of So. Car? I don't have any 1840, Did 
you find many Stinsons? Yes, I would be glad to get it. 

I do have these in 1840 Alea. Did I send these? 1840 Chambers, Cherokee, Lawrence, 
Limestone, Macon, Morgan, Pickens, Pike, Shelby, Sumter, Wilcox. That is all that 
Cendex sent for the 1840 Ala.. If you need any let me know. I have never found our 
Henry on the 1840 or 1870 and Mary has never found her John W. G. Stinson on either 
and neither have you. I wonder if they really tried to get all the people those 
years. Sure sound odd that so many are missing the same years. 


Yes I have sent for all the Stinsons in the war of 1812 that I could find. Just naw 
I can't remember who but one was Stephen of Buckingham ¥o. Then the ones I sent 

for from Tenn had no information. One was a George Stinson and he received some 
land in Ala. I have a list of these some place but don't see it just now. 


Heve you checked eny, of the 1900 census yet? Some have. I havent been to the 
ibrary yet. Doubt if they would have it. [t+ is on soundex like the 1880. 
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There were two rolls of Tenn and I only got to check one while in Wash. Dé. 
No I had not heard about renting the records from N. Car. What counties were 
you thinking about renting? 


If the University of Miss. really found where Preston and sister came over in 1761 
you should be able to find that also, if it is recorded. I have never checked 
any of the passenger lists. I have alwaysgwanted to. 


The only Pennsylvania marriage I had that you sent was the one of; Oct 20, 1766 
of Mary Stinson to Wm (I had Jomaster) they married in Swedes Church in Philadelphia 
The place I found it was a book by the Genealogical Publishing co. “Penn. marriages 
prior to 1810 " Vol I. From the same book I found: John Stinson to Rebecca Cox 
Dee 21, 1763 in Christ Church Philadelphia, Pa. Then Vol. II had: 
3rd Presbyterian Church: James Stinson to Elizabeth McDonald 19 Sept 1786;

Windsor, Conn., 1706, as an ordained Baptist 
minister, at the age of 65, in 1771, moved his family from Horse 
Neck Creek, S. C., and settled on Kiokee Creek, about 20 miles West 
of Augusta, where he was arrested for preaching in the Parish of St. 
Paul, violating the legislative enactment of 1758, which established 
religious worship in the colony, "according to the rites and cere- 
monies of the Church of England." He organized the Kiokee Church in 
the spring of 1772, the first Baptist church ever constituted within 
the bounds of Géorgia, located at the site where the town of Appling, 
Columbia County, now stands. Rev. Marshall was the first pastor and 
so continued until his death, Nov. 2, 1784. He was a Patriot and

He died in 
1858. His brother, James, was also an ordained minister, his wife 
was Ketura Pope. 


MAXWELL, Simeon - b. December 1829, Elbert Co., Ga., son of Benson 
& E. Maxwell. The family moved to Talbot Co., in 1833. The 
subject received an excellent education, mastering the languages 
of German, French and Spanish. He became a teacher and afterwards 
President of Hamilton Female College, Harris Co., Ga. Early in 


life he was married _to Miss S. E. Stinson, dau. of John Stinson, 


Talbot Co. Late in 1858 the Maxwell family ‘moved to Conecuh Co.,

Marruew S. Barris, a member of the Grove Hill 
Academy, and also of the school at Rockville in 1853, 
was a young man of sterling qualities and of more than 
ordinary promise. Engaging in the Confederate ser- 
vice, he was, with many others from Clarke, a prisoner 
of war at Rock Island, in Illinois, and there amid the 
privations, suffering, and sickness of prison life, his 
earthly course terminated. His teacher, at Grove Hill 
and at Rockville, who thought so highly of him, and 
who knew so well his manly qualities, mourned, with 
his Southern kindred, his untimely death. 

It seems very sad now, as we look back through 
fifteen years that have passed, to think of the fearful 
destruction of human life on those fields of fierce con- 
flict and in those dreadful prison enclosures. 

Jusse R. Berris was a student at the Grove Hill 
Academy in 1852. He married a daughter of Colonol 
Stutts and has quite a family of interesting children 
growing up around him. He is six feet and four inches 
in height. He was a soldier in the Virginia army, and 
was in the different actions where victory was always 
expected and usually gained. In his company were forty 
men over six feet inheight. These formed a part of those 
dauntless sons of the South whom the Army of the 
Potomac under General McClellan found it so dangerous 
to meet. The actions at Bull Run and Ball’s Bluff; the 
battles of Fredericksburg, of Chancellorsville, of the 
Wilderness and Spottsylvania, of Petersburg, and of 
Manassas, were proofs of their prowess. But at Gettys- 
burg, they met the bronzed veterans of many a fiercely 


contested field under the leadership of General Meade;

Taylor at Shiloh on Brushy Creek, in 1848, just three miles south- 
east of Hutto, and by Nelson Morey, whose store was on the north 
side of Brushy Creek, Hutto was not yet established, but the little 
store was a nucleus, first at Shiloh and later at Rice's Crossing

A one-teacher school served the first pioneers but it met its fate 
in 1886 when a storm hit the area and demolished the school and other 
puildings, ; 
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* By 1890 the people realized that the north side of the railroad 
tracks was a more desirable location and the first brick building 
was erected there that year, By 1890 there were two rows of stores, 
including several btick structures which formed Hutto's business 
center, By 1898 Hutto included six churches, one school, one photo- 
graph gallery, one confectionery store, one hotel, two drug stores, 
seven dry good stores, one bank, one tailor shop, eight grocery 
wtores, one shoe shop, four blacksmiths, one meat market, one livery 
stable, one millinery shop, one lumber yard, one newspaper and job 
office, two hardware stores, two cotton gins, one grist mill and five 
doctors, Dr, Flinn Sr, was futto's first doctor but was later assisted 
by Dr, Percy : 


The fitst bank was a private one owned by Woolsey and Carpenter, It was 
later bought by E, P, Wilborn and it, in turn, became the Farmers and 
Merchants State Bank, Later the Hutto National Bank was established 

and community beasted of two banks, The depression of 1929 closed both_ 
of the banks, 


The first two churches built in Hutto were the Baptist and Cumberland 
Presbyterian,

W, E, Chapman; Oatts and Christian Hardware; a furniture store owned 
by Jim Holman, Will May, and Carl Hanson; a ary goods and grocery 
store operated by Bland and Will Harrison; Will Tompkins and Frank 
Dahlberg had a general merchandise store; a general store was operated 
by J, P, Saul, Sr,3 and there was a blacksmith shop operated by 

Neils Larsen, 


There were two newspapers, The Hutto Enterprise and the Church Helper; 
a drug store operated by F, L, Gray and John Harris, A drug store 
operated by George Flinn; Griffith Lumber Co,, run by Jim Griffithg 

a hotel operated by K, S, Browb; Will Henley's store; Peterson's 

tailor shops; Buck Christian's meat markets; saloons run by Sam Monday 
abd Lee Wooten; barber shop operated by Mr, and Mrs, Buck Cox, Womack's 
store; and the C, E, Fielder store, 


One of tn earliest gins was owned by Brown and Aten in about 1890, 
Another was owned by a Mr, Cato, John R, Hutto owned a gin with John 
Flinn, and later on with J.M, Brooks, Holman and Short built a gin 
a bit later, ; :

I didn't realize it had been so long since I received your letter. 


Hope you are enjoying Florida. I know it has been cold but hope it is better by now. 
We have had some snow on the ground for over a month. Today the sun is shining and 
it is beautiful but chilly but they say rain before the day is over. You can't 
hardly walk for miring up in the mud today. The ground has been frozen so long 
though. The cows sure need some sunshine so the grass will grow. Iwas just thinking 
I guess the Lord usually provides before it is too late and the sky is filled with 
the prettiest fluffy white clouds in front of the window, as I looked up. 


Hope you had a wonderful Christmas with the grand child. I know you sure are proud 

of her. We visited Mother and all of us were there and then in the afternoon we 

went to one of Ulery's sisters. All of (should say part of) his family meets with 

a different child each year. Next year it is our turn to have his brothers and sister. 
He had two sisters that usually don't come. 


I hate to write when I don't have anything to send you but don't remenber if I have 
any thing new lately or not. I still bet William Stinson in Richton, Miss. could 

tell you something. Too tad his wife didn't let you talk to hin. Maybe you have to 
see him early in the morning. ha. Maybe she didn't want you to kmow he drank. There 
are several of the Stinsons that I know that had that problem. Maybe everone has some 
in their family, hope not. Then there are some of us who had those Stinsons that just 
left like our Henry and got another woman. I think you said you thought that happened . 
to Prestons father., also. Then other families have that same problem also. Guess 
they are all just human or maybe unhuman. ha.Thanks for the tombstone records for Ben 
F and Sally, etc. I just noticed on the Census of 1853 you sent that one child is 
older than Henry Strickland. I had never really noticed that before. Could he have 
really been Henry Strickland Stinson and not just Henry Strickland as you have been 
thinking? It is odd that Eliza is the oldest and she is a Stinson. Didn*t you say 

he was the ancestor of your husband? I could recheck your letters. Guess I am too 
lazy. I have noticed before that some of the census will have a boys name listed 

like that when he is a Stinson. On that 1850 Census of Limestone Co. Ala. Green 
Stinson has two listed as Martha Richards and George Allen but I bet they are Stinsons. 
I don have any other record of them so don't know. I still feel like they are kin to 
us but don't have any proof. 


I have received several pictures from the lady in Ohio of some of our Stinsons. The 
ones in Arizona have sent them to herand she has sent them to me. I think I wrote 

the same family in Arizona but they didn't answer me. They are all Mormans I think. 

I know the one in Ohio is and the Early ones that went to Arizona were, evidently after 
they got there. We are Methodist. I will enclose a copy of one of the Half-brothers 

of our Henry Lassitor Stinson that we made. you may keep it if you wish. She sent of 
of one of his Half-sisters but don't have it ¢opies yet. The negative is made but 
Ulery hasn't copied it yet. 


Have you checked Wayne and adjoining Counties of Miss. for the marriage of Preston B. 

and Martha? Were a lot of the Miss. Court Houses destroyed in the Civil War? A lot 

of Tennessee were. Sherman built fires on the front steps with the records so I have 

been told. 

Sure glad you got to meet Charlene Haigler and hope she will get back in genealogy soon.. 
seems like the note I had on her had Preston Stinson and Robert Tidwell Stinson both 
listed. The only thing I have on Robert Tidwell Stinson is from Ford E. Stinson of Bento “yj 
la. Did I send you that? 7 don't see it on the list of what I have sent. So will

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include it. Ford E. Stinson is an attorney in Benton, la. At lest he was in 1972 
when I heard from him. His address is P. 0. Box 276. and his phone no is 965-2259. 
He says; my father was Robert Tidwell Stinson, born Benton, La in 1887 diedMay 1919 
in Benton, La. His father was, Thomas William Washington Stinson, b. Benton, La 12 
Way 1856 and died in Benton, La. 31 Jan. 1924. His father was Robert Tidwell Stinson 
who was born in state of Georgia and moved to Benton, Bossier Parish, La in the early 
1850's and died in Benton, some time after the War Between the States, I believe in 
the 1860's. He says his mother who would be 85 in November (1972) did quiet a bit 

of research on her family, the Edwards and Wyche families and he did not think she 
had any information on the Stinsons. I don't think I ever heard from him again. If 
he is kin to Charlene he might also be kin to Preston Stinson also or it could come 
in on her fathers side. : 


The only thing I have on Bossier Parish is the 1880 Soundex for Willie Stinson 24 La, 
ukxfs Harriett, his mother age 40 b. Miss. Gilmer, bro. 15 La. Teresia 11 la. (sis). 

John 9 La. (bro); Grey 6 Ia (bro). and I have Rudolph age 8 b. La living with Valentine 
Backer as his grandson. Then I have J.T. Stinson, Pvt. Co K 1ith Texas Cav. C.S.A. in 
Civil War,; Residence; Bossier Parish, La. This Willie Stinson could be the Thomas 
William that Mr. Ford. Stinson mentioned as he was b. in 1856. 


If you do come see your brother I would be glad to have you come see us. We are at 
the shop Monday thru Friday about 7;30 to 3;30 at this address on my letterhead and 
we Live near Holtland, Tenn. on Us. Hwy 31A. We live on Thick Road about 1 mile off 
the highway. Coming from work we come under interstate 65 on hwy 99 to Chapel Hill, 
Tenn. then to Holtland. Turn left just as you get to Holtland on Thick Road and just 
before you get to our house there is a water tank on the hill on the right and then a red 
barn that is ours and we are sitting back in a field in a tan brick house. There is 
a white house in front of our drive that has Bucy on the mail box. We do not have a 
mail box. In case that doesn't make sense. our phone at home is Chapel Hill 364-2331 
and the shop is Columbia 388-6397. Sometimes we leave on Fridays at 3:00 but Ulery 
told Wayne to start tom orrow working 40 hours again so we will protably be there a 
a little later on Fridays. Wayne (his nephew ) has been working 48 hours a week for 
about a year and his wife started working last month so Ulery thought we needed to 
cut some of the overtime out. 


It sure would be nice if we could hear from some new people in the new year and find 

we are really kin. I heard just lately from a man in N. Car. who is going to try to 

send in some information and his is supposed to be kin to us if we are really descendents 
ofJohn & Sarah (Tyson) Stinson like the lady in Calif. says. Then I got the family of 

a& man in Va. near Washington, DC this past week and he is a descendent of Nathan Stinson 
b. in New Jersey who went to Michigan. So maybe more will become interested in the future 
The program Roots seems to have gotten several thinking so people say. There is one 

lady in Kansas that I now know we are kin but I can't hear from her now. My letters 
aren't coming back either. 


My cartrage for my typewriter has given out and I thought I had some more but didn't, 
hope you can make it all out. The typewriter protably needs cleaning also. I bought 
it new but I sure have written the letters. I have started tack trying to type some 
of my part of the family up. I wanted to get my line typed up first with what I have. 
I find I have a lot of missing gaps I thought I had completed. Ulery said he might 
try to get one of the school girls to take my place this summer and let me try to type 
all this information up so I could get it printe@. Can you find any Stinson pictures 
anyplace for your part.? At first I was only collecting the older ones but I thought 
that was silly as by the time I get this finished we will all be the older ones. 


I started this just after lunch, had company to come in, I mentioned genealogy to the 
lady and she had been wanting to get started on her fathers family so they stayed for 
vegetable soup and it is almost 9:00 and all I have done since they left is wash the 

dishes. She is really excited. I gave her some of my forms, helped start her out on

' 1918 I have been fascinated with 
flying machines and the Stinsons. 
It was probably because of the 
sugar biscuit. In olden days pricsts 
used to place a spoon of honcy in a 
child's mouth and then quote a 
verse of scripture to him. The idea 
was that the child would subcon- 
sciously associate the pleasant 
taste of the honey with the mes- 
sage of the bible. Perhaps that is 
why I have always been so fasci- 
nated with flying machines.” 

The conversation was suppose 
to be an interview but it was very 
one sided and | was fascinated with 
Deolece Parmelee, as fascinated 
as she was with flying machines. 


Mrs. Parmelee of Austin, Texas, 
was in Aberdeen for the weck re- 
searching the Stionsons at Evans 
Memorial Library Historical Divi- 
sion for a book on Katherine Stin- 
son. 

Mrs. Parmelee had before her a 
stack of personal Stinson family 
Ictters at least six inches high. She 
said, “These are so personal. ] ¢an't 
believe they didn't destroy them. 
But I am vory grateful they didn't. 
It is almost like talking to them,” 

The Stinsons were Katherine, 
Eddie, Marge and Jack, the ¢hil- 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. Ed Stingon. 
Edward A. Stinson Sr. was suparin- 
tendent of the water sls | in 


Aberdeen and the children grew 
up nere. 

Abordeen's city airport, Stinson 
Field, is named for Eddie Stinson, 
the best known of the Stinson chil- 
dren, all of which were aviators. 

Much has been written about 
Capt. Eddie Stinson's contribution 
to carly aviation but practically 
nothing about his sister, Katherine 
Stinson, who may have been more 
outstanding. Mrs. Parmelec in- 
tends to correct this oversight. 

Deolece Parmelee is a writer- 
researcher-ceditor now living in 
Austin, TX but born near McCool 
in Attala County, MS. She is a 
graduate of the University of Mis- 


sissippi. 

She began writing at the age of 
six. During her carcer she has 
worked for or contributed to sev- 
eral large city daily newspapers 
and several leading magazines. As 
a professional writer she is experi- 
enced at presentation, analysis, 
and editing. 

For 16 years she was director of 
research for the Texas Historical 
Commission. 

Since her retirement she has 
confined her writing to the life of 
Kathcrine Stinson. 

While in Aberdeen researching 
the Stinsons, Mrs. Parmelee stayed 
at Aberdecn's Bed and Breakfast.

Marge Stinson was famous aviator 


Several years ago Car] Meini}re 
in his column, "Weckendcr," in {he 
Jackson Clarion-Ledger, wrote 
about the feats of Katherine Stin- 
son, a member of the "famed Stin- 
son family of Mississippi with 
many first to their credit." 

The flying Stinsons ware 
Katherine, Eddie, Marjorie and 
Jack, children of Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Stinson Sr. 

Ed Stinson was a native of Can- 
ton and returned there with his 
family after living outside the state. 
Jack, the youngest, was born in 
Canton and soon thereafter the 
family moved to Aberdeen where 


Edward Sr. was superintendent of 
the water department. 


All of the children were bit by 


the flying bug, and Katherine later 
said when the Wright Brothers 
made their first flight she decided 
the sky was the place for her. She 
took flying lessons, bought her own 
‘plane and started making history. 

Meanwhile, Eddie and Marjoric 
‘both took up flying. 

McIntire said, "It would be in- 
teresting to know Katherine's and 
Eddie's flying license numbers, be- 
cause Marjorie was the third in the 
family to earn her license and her 
number was nine -- meaning she 
was one of only nine licensed pilots 
in all the United States." 


Eddie Stinson and his mother 
later built planes at the Stinson 


Airplane Co. He became a de- 
signer of aircraft as well as a manu- 


facturer. One of the many records . 


he set was for making the most 
loop-the-loops in succession, 137 
without a break, and making an 
endurance flight of over 57 hours 
at Miami. 

Katherine, of all the Stinsons, 
gained the most fame for her flying 
exploits. Among them were: 

¢She was the first woman to fly 
the mail for the United States and 
later the first for Canada. (Her U.S. 
mail flight originated in Melena, 
Mont., on Sept 23, 1913.) 

«She made the first airmail 
flight in Western Canada, between 
‘Calgary and Edmonton. That was 
July 9, 1918. 

*She was the first woman to 
loop-the-loop in an airplane, at 
Chicago on July 18, 1915, 

*She was the first woman to do 
night skywriting using fireworks, at 
Los Angeles, Dee. 17,1915. 

.  ¢She became the first woman to 
fly in the Orient, making a six- 
month tour of Japan and China in 
1916-17. 

*She was the first person to fly 
non-stop from San Diego to San 
Francisco, soaring over the Te- 
+ 


hachepi Mountains at 9,000 fect -- 
Dec. 11,1917. This flight estab- 
lished a new endurance record of 
nine hours and 10 minutes. 

*On May 23, 1918, she estab- 
lished a record for flying 601.763 
miles non-stop from Chicago to 
Binghamton, N.Y.. 

Canada's air history muscum 
displays original photos of 
Katherine Stinson after an airmail 
flight from Chicago to New York 
City on June 8, 1918; one of her tak- 
ing off from the Calgary airport on 
that historic first airmail; and many 
others. 

In stamp collecting circles, 
Katherine Stinson's first airmail 
flight in Canada is looked upon 
with particular interest because 
she carried a mail bag with at least 
259 envelopes, cach cancelled with 
a special rubber stamp message 
that told of the event; “Acroplane 
Mail Service, uly) 1918, Calgary, 
Alberta." 

Only a few of those stamps are 
known to exist today and are worth 
thousands of dollars on the stamp 
market. 

Katherine raised: $100,000 for 
World War I assistance and then 
later went to England and flew in 
Europe. in the early months of the 
war. 

Late in 1918 Katherine began a 
six-year battle with tuberculosis. 
She regained her health, however, 
and was married. She never flew 
again, 

Katherine, by this time Mrs. 
M.S. Otero, suffered a stroke in 
1962 and went into a coma that 
lasted 15 years. She died July 8, 
1977, at the age of 86. 4. .«. io
